New Voice from the North. 
Paul and Virginia of a Northern Zone. 
A Romance. Translated from the Danish 
of Holgér Drachmann by Francis F. 
Browne. Chicago: Way & Williams. 
The voice of an artist if not of a prophet 
sounds from the North. Holger Drachmann, 
lover of his country, his people, and the 
broad ocean all about them, through the me- 


dium of Francis F. Browne’s faithful trans- 


lation, has given the English-speaking world 
the old story of two child-like lovers in a 
setting from the land of the midnight sun. 

The title and the youthful swain and maid- 
en are held in common with Bernardin de 
St. Pierre's work of 100 years ago. There 
the broad resemblances cease. Tonnes, the 
blacksmith’s boy with aspirations inherited 
and acquired for the sea, is not Paul, even 
with a difference, and the pretty Nanna, 
sturdy even in her love, is more than a cent- 
ury removed from the sentiment of Virginia. 

Yet the sentiment is present. The book 
breathes it. Wholesome, fresh, and ele- 
mental as tie salt breezes it exhales from 
every page. The blacksmith who loves his 
boy, the old sea Captain who loves his girl, 
the one-legged soldier who loves them both, 
are all glorified by the affection they show, 

As a rule, idealists and realists may strug- 
ble for the possession of the author. This 
perhaps is the highest praise. There are few 
readers, not blinded by prejudice, who have 
not viewed the combinations of the good in 
both schools as the highest art in fiction. 
The author is a painter. He notes his im- 
pressions minutely where the eye naturally 
rests upon the chief actors in his depiction, 
sketchily otherwise. His art is not expan- 
sive, for the subject is not broad, but it is 
inclusive enough to tell the birth and growth 
and coronation of love with jealousies, heart 
burnings, and sudden revulsions of feeling 
which, though not all, are much of life. 

Mr. ‘Browne, here the translator and not 
the traducer, as the Italian proverb asserts, 
is to be thanked for the tender appreciation 
which he brings to the work. His style has 


not the ease he would bestow upon a work of 


his own; but this, like the atmospheric differ- 
ences of a Northern scene, serves a purpose 
In accenting the new field in which he is 
working. Particularly skillful has he been 
in rendering the little lyrics scattered 
through the book. . There is nothing harder 
to catch the spirit of than the folk lore of an- 


other folk. 


A Literary Cameo. 
Aftermath: Part Second of A Kentucky 
Cardinal. By James Lane Allen. Har- 


per & Bros. 

Again, the author of “Flute and Violin” 
snd of “A Kentucky Cardinal’ has giver. 
proof of his power and depth of feeling as a 
literary artist. ‘Aftermath,’’ in spite of its 
forbidding title, is a-pure and clean-cut ro- 
mantic cameo, worthy of a name and # 
fame all {ts own. It has all the individuality 
and poetic feeling of ‘‘A Kentucky Card- 
inal,” of which it is a sequel, but by no 
means an appendage. 

Like the former story, “Aftermath’’ de- 
picts the Struggle in a man’s heart between 
love of nature and love of woman—between 
the charms of the wilderness and the tyran- 
ny of civilization. The quaint and exquisite 
close of ‘‘A Kentucky Cardinal’ left Adam 
and Georgiana united as lovers over the 
dead form of a captive redbird—the symbol 
of Adam’s sacrifice. The new story takes up 
the courtship, follows it through marriage 
and birth until, after a year of idyllic home 
life, death claims the young mother. 

The close of the book is not as strong as 
that of its predecessor. The story, indeed. 
is the merest thread} But it is a een 
thread, strung with jéwels quarried in 
the mysteries of human nature and of ife. 
The charm of Ik Marvel is there, but Mr. 
Alien has a delicacy of touch, a courtly 
Kentucky grace, and an unerring aptness of 
expression peculiarly his own. His sen- 
tetices are polished as diamonds, yet they 
never betray the Jabor which their con- 
ecientious author has lavished upon them. 

The book depicts Kentucky life in the ’50s, 
talks of Prentice and Clay and the gather- 
ing Clouds of civil strife, and breathes the 
author’s longing to heal the old wounds. 
“T know one thing,” says Adam; “if I could 
do my whole duty as a Kentuckian—as an 
American citizen—as a human  being—I-: 
should have to fight on both sides.’’ Onty 
rarely does Mr. Allen indulge in a distinctly 
humorous touch, and yet there is the Irving 
humor all through the book, as when he re- 
tnarks that if the effusive Sylvia had been 
Lot’s wife she would not have turned toa 
pillar of salt, but to a geyser; or when he 
hinta that “Mr. Prentice’s studious regari 
for much of the poetry that he published 
was based upon the fact that he could not 
parse it.” 

The beautiful character sketch of Georgi- 
ana, the quaint idea of having one room in 
the house where it was not allowed even a 
visitor to speak ill of any living creature, 
the flashes of true feminine nature, the 
mystery and might of love and its sacrifices 
~—all are here, and all are pervaded with the 
watermark of true artistic power. 

Mr. Allen writes from within. e sits 
within his story as within a room and deals 
with the heart of things, not with the sur-

Story of the Red. Man. 
The Story of the Indian. By George 
Bird Grinnell. Illustrated. Appleton &

Mr. Grinnell writes con amore of the In- 
dian, and his book, as he says, might be 
called one of recollections for in it he has 
embodied many of his personal memories of 
Indian life. He takes the reader into the 
savage’s home life, shows him in his daily 
routine of peace and in his warlike excur- 
sions, and imtroduces us to his modes of 
thought, his superstitions, folk lore, and re- 
ligious ideas. 

Now that the wild Indian is becoming more 
of a memory than an actual existence, when 
an unsophisticated tribe can hardly be found 
in the habitable parts of our country, such 
a book as this serves a useful purpose as 
adding to the existing stock of informa- 
tion in regard to a fading type of mankind. 
In the main, Mr. Grinnel shows up the 
better side of the Indian character; for those 
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artist to whom she gives an innocent, un- 
conscious love, The artist plays with her 
love and finally throws it away as lightly as 
he did her roses. The peasant girl possesses 
that intense. devotion compared by the au- 
thor to the faithfulness of a dog—a type of 
affection that seldom receives its rew 
and particularly if it is placed in the keepin ng 
ial person. The tale ends 
pathetically with the suicide of Bébée. To 
a certain point one thinks it an excellent 
book for children, but in the concluding 
chapters there is an aroma of the bohemian- 
ism, to put it mildly, of artist life of which 
children as pure as yg should Pave no 
knowledge. e book is published by the 
Joseph Knight sauameni.

‘and Venice and completes a series of strik- 
ing value and interest. 

“The Gypsy Christ, and Other Tales” is 
the attractive title of a book of short stories 
written by William Sharp, and published by 
Stone & Kimball, Chicago. The Gypsy 
Christ might be called the hallucination of 
an infirm man, and so savors of the unreal 
as to be uninteresting. In many passages 
there is a discursiveness and a straining 
after precision that detract much from the 
value of the tale. Some of the othér stories, 
notably “Madge o’ the Pool’ and “The 
Graven Image,’’ are more readable. 

The seventh series of sermons by the late 
Bishop Phillips Brooks has been edited by 
the Rev. John Cotton Brooks, and published 
by the EB. P. Dutton company, Boston. The 
sermons are on the principal festivals and 
fasts of the church year, including Christ- 
mas, Passion week, Easter, Goed Friday, 
Ascension day, and Whitsunday. The fact 
that the words are those of Phillips Brooks 
is a sufficient voucher for the value of the 
book to lovers of religious literature. 

“Essie; a Romance in Rhyme.” by Laura 
Dayton Fessenden of Highland Park, is a 
love story told in bright and breezy rhyme. 
It is a story of two continents, and of the 
typical American girl transplanted into the 
midst of the English aristocracy, with the 
inevitable conclusion. A small edition of 
the work was originally printed for private 
distribution among the author’s family and 
friends. The volume is illustrated by Mr. 
J. H. Vanderpoel, and is neatly published by 
Lee & Shepard. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons have just pub- 
lished a neat volume by N. Jonsson Rose on 
‘Window and Parlor Gardening” in which 
nearly everything any one needs to know 
about the care of house plants Is told briefly 
and entertainingly. The book is artistically 
illustrated. 

Volumes 17 and 18 of Scribner’s Magazine 
present in bound form the issues of 1895. 
Robert Grant’s articles on “The Art of Liv- 
ing,”’’ Noah Brooks on ‘‘American Politics," 
the series on the bicycle, and that on posters, 
as well as innumerable short stories by 
Stockton, Harris, Howells, Hope, and others 
are the chief features. The history serial, 
“The Last Quarter Century in the United 
States,’’ will be continued during the coming 
year. 

W. D. McCracken, who puts the “M. A.” 
after his name in admitting his authorship 
of “Little Idylis of the Big World” (Joseph 
Knight company), is as little magisterial as 
possible in telling the minor things he saw 
in Kurope when writing his excellent history 
of Switzerland. There is an amiable ab- 
sence also in these episodes of the mental 
qualities which led him to prefix his likeness 
to his historical work. With this in the 
‘‘Round Table Library”’ is Emile Souvestre's 
“‘An Attic Philosopher in Paris,’’ of which 
it is unnecessary to say anything except 
that it should be read... These volumes are 
most convenient for the pocket and daintily 
bound and printed. 

Mara L. Pratt’s “Stories of Colonial Chil- 
dren” (Educational Publishing company) 
marks the renaissance of national sentiment 
that is going on all about. She has selected 
noteworthy examples, beginning at the be.- 
ginning, as is seemly, with Peregrine White 
and Oceanus Hopkins born on board the 
Mayfiower and ending with the close of the 
att pea Some are historical, all are 
good. 

George H. Ellwanger has dealt with ‘‘Idy!- 
lists of the Country Side (Dodd, Mead & 
Co.) in six essays on Walton, Gilbert White, 
Thomas Hardy, Richard Jeffries, Thoreau, 
and Burroughs. His writings breathe the 
spirit of nature and enter feelingly into the 
interpretations given of it by the amiable 
men—prose poets all—with whom he deals. 
It is too bad that with such notable examples 
of extreme simplicity of style before him he 
should have cultivated so complicated a doc- 
trine and so strong an affection for hard 
words. 

Just after Henry J. Newton has told some 
of the facts regarding the New York Theo- 
sophical Society, which were not particular- 
ly ereditable to those who afterward be- 
came the chief actors in that weary reéx- 
emplification of human folly, Col. Henry 
Steel Olcott publishes “Old Diary Leaves’ 
(G. P. Putnam’s Sons). For the credulous 
in such matters there is no hope. Others 
will find much to amuse theminit. Imagine, 
for example, two locks of hair cut: from 
Mme. Blavatsky’s head in a single evenifg, 
one fluffy, silken, light brown; the second 
long, straight, coarse, and black. Col. Olcott 
did it himself, so he knows. 

The Chicago philanthropist who veils his 
name under the pseudonym A. N. American 
has written a simple story for little folks 
called “‘Only a Pin.’’ This, in five-cent form, 
has been placed on sale all over the city and 
the profits are being applied to giving prizes 
to the newsboys and waifs for their encour- 
agement in self-improvement. “Only a Pin” 
deals with the games and romps of child- 
hood with its mingled tears and laughter. 
Both the booklet and the project of the 
author deserve well at the hands of be- 
lievers in educational mission »work. 

Eight pages of renamed streets form a 
valuable feature of Tillotson’s ‘‘Pocket Map 
and Street Guide of Chicago and Evanston, 
1896." A complete map showing every block 
in the city, the street numbers at each crogs- 


ing, is another point in its favor. The book 
is revised.to date and-is the best pocket 


guide to Chicago yet published, (Chicago: 
M. D. Tillotson.)

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE LAST EVEN- 


ING. 

The President sent to Congress a special 
message in regard to the stock panic, tlie 
sales of securities for currency to be pre- 
sented, to the Treasury for redemption, 


“the rapid depletion of the gold reserve, and 


the necessity of prompt action by Congress 
to protect it from utter exhaustion. He 
says: 

“This condition is intensified by the prev- 
alence in certain quarters of sudden and un- 
usual apprehension and timidity in business 
circles. 

“ We are in the midst of another season 
of perplexity Caused by Our dangerous and 
fatuous financial operations. These may 
be expected to recur with certainty as long 
as there is no amendment in our financial 
system. 

“ Tf in this particular instance our predic- 
ament is at all influenced by a recent in- 
sistence upon the position we should occupy 
in our relation to certain questions concern- 
ing our foreign policy, this furnishes a 
signal and impressive warning that even 
the patriotic sentiment of our people is not 
an adequate substitute for a sound financial 
policy. 

“Of course there can be no doubt in any 
thoughtful mind as to the complete solv@icr 
of our Nation nor can there be any just ap- 


| prehension that the American people will 


be satisfied with less than an honest pay- 
ment of our public obligations in the recog- 
nized money of the world. 

“IT ask at the hands of the Congress such 
prompt gid as it alone has the power to 
give to prevent, in a time of fear and appre- 
hension, any sacrifice of the people’s inter- 
ests and the public funds or the impairment 
of our public credit in an effort by executive 
action to relieve the dangers of the present 
contingency.”

It eould cover about 400 millions with silver 
dollars and 67 millions with gold, and if 
that were taken out the government would 
have neo more hard money on hand with 
which to redeem the remainder of its note 
liabilities. It is pledged to redeem about 
400 millions of greenbacks and Sherman 


hardly more than one-sixth of that amount 
on hand to doit with. If one-sixth part of 
that paper were presented today for -re- 
demption the gold in the Treasury would 
be exhausted by night, and no more notes 
could be redeemed till gold had been ob- 
tained by sale of bonds. So if this stock 
scare continues long the demand for gold,

WHAT I8 THE QUARREL ‘ABOUT? | 

A few years ago it came to the knowledge 
of Americans that there was a boundary 
dispute between Vénezuela and British 
Guiana. At first they paid-little attention - 
to it, but they began to take a keener inter- 
est when they saw that the pretensions of 
Great Britain were increasing and that it 
was continually pushing its pretended 
boundary westward, with the seeming in- 
tention of es the entire basin of the 
Orinoco. 

When thee toe béehant apparent it was 
seen that an attempt was being made to 
violate the Monroe doctrine. American 
territory was being seized by a European 
power. 
of its duties. Successive Secretaries of 
State called the attention of the American 
Ministers at London to this subject and in- 
structed them to urge on the British Gov- 
ernment the propriety of a settlement of 
this dispute with, Venezuela and: offering 
its own good offices. 

The British aggressions continued. Its 
botndary was moved farther and farther 
westward with every new gold discovery. 
So last July Secretary Olney notified Lord 
Salisbury that the controversy between En- 
gland and Venezuela should be settled by 
arbitration. Efe notified him further thar 
the. Monroe doctrine did not permit En- 
gland to appropriate the territory of a 
South American State, either by planting 
a new colony or by pushing forward the 
boundary of an old one. 

After taking about half a year to think it 
over Lord Salisbury replied in spbstance 
that the Monroe doctrine was not interna- 
tional law and had‘ nothiig to do With the 
question and that England refused utterly 
to arbitrate except as to some territory to 
the east of a certain line arbitrarily drawn 
by her. Hast of that line, said the English 
Premier, insolently, there can be no arbi- 
tration, even though Venezuela claims the 
territory as hers.. : 

Can any American citizen find fault with 


what had been done by his government up” 


to that point? It had seen a powerful 
Kuropean nation oppressing a weak Ameri- 
can one and appropriating its-territory 
under color of claims the justice of which 
that weaker country denied. Was the 
United States to stand tamely by and see 
that swallowing process carried on ‘indefi- 
nitely? If England were allowed to en- 
croach on Venezuela, where would she 
stop? 
the boundaries of British Honduras so as 
to take in Central America. The Monroe 
doctrine was laid down by Americans three- 
quarters of a century ago for their protec- 
tion against open or stealthy aggressions vf 
furopean nations. They have adhered to 
itever since, It hgs beconie apart of their 
common law. Lord Salisbury says sneer- 
ingly that it is not international law and he 
does’ not want to hear any nore about it in 
connection with this Venezuela matter. 

T we courses were open for the President 
when this insulting reply of Lord Salis- 
bury’s was received. He could have laid 
it before Congress and recommended that 
the subject be allowed to. drop; that the 
Monroe doctrine, not being acceptable to 
Ungland, be abandoned; and that Venezuela 
be left to her fate. 

Lyt President Cleveland did not do that. 
Fie did not believe the people would give up 
the Monroe doctrine because not recognized 
by England. So he adopted the other 
course. He said: “ Since England will not 
arbitrate and will not appear before an im- 
partial tribunal to show exactly what her 
rights are, let us do the investigating. We 
will fhnd out how much of the territory in 
dispute really belongs to Venezuela.” 

It was not necessary to do that as long as 
there was hope-that England and Vene- 
muela. would settle the matter peacefully. 

‘But when England refused to arbitrate 
then before this country went farther it 
became necessary to see just how far 
Venezuela was being robbed. 

No American citizen should protest 
against that moderate, conservative course. 
There have been protests, but they come 
from persons certainly not American i 
sentiment, and generally not Americans by 
nationality. “ Be sure you’ re right” be- 
fore you go ahead. 


And the President recommends further | 


that when the rights of Venezuela have 
been ascertained that this. country defend 
them, if, England persists in trampling on 
them. Is that wrong, or is it self-proted- 
tion? If England can regulate boundaries 
to suit herself in South America and steal 
territory there, what is to hinder her trump- 
ing up other pretexts and regulating bound- 
aries to suit herself in North Ameriéa? 
She is dofmg it now in Alaska at the ex: 
pense of the Tinited States. 

It is not aggression on the part of the 
United States when it resists the attempted 
aggressions of England on other American 
countries. It is not aggression on the part 
of the United States to defend the Monroe 


doctrine enunciated in 1823 for the protec- . 
} tion of this continent agaiust European ag- 


gressions. It was not a part of interna- 
tional law then, but Americans are re- 
solved that it shall be, even if it comes to a 
fight. — 

The quarrel is not one which the United 
‘States has forced on England, but which 
England is forcing on this country and on 
all America. England is seeking to annex 
American territory, repudiates the Monroe 


doctrine, and says she has as much to say 


about affairs on this side of the ocean as 
Americans have. England is the quarrel- 
some One, not the United States, 
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| THE SENATE raged THE HOUSE BILL. 


Notwithstanding the general im, 
that the Senate would delay action upon the 
Hitt bill sent over from the House, and that 
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the real boundary between Venezuela and 
British Guiana. That boundary oy not 
be crossed by the British. If they, do the 
Venezuelans will drive them back. If they 
cannot do it alone they will have our help. 
“There will be no fight unless the British 
‘cross. that line, If they do they must take 
the consequences. 

In a word, the President, backed a both 
Houses of Congress—since- Great Britain 
has refused to arbitrate—is going to apply 
the Monroe doctrine. It is: just as good a 
doctrine as the Declaration of Independ- 


ence. In the latter document it was con- . 
tended that Great Britain could not control 7 
‘the American coldnists against the wishes 


of the people, The message of President 
Cleveland is a notification that no foreign 
power, England or any other, shall control 
the people of any American republic 
against their wishes. Now what will En- 
gignd do about it? 


WAR STRENGTH OF ENGLAND AND THE 
UNITED STATES. 

Certain timorous souls are disturbed be- 
cause of the disproportion of the American 
and English military and naval power on 
paper. ‘They have been reading some crude 
statistics and find that while our regular 
army at present only numbers 25,871 men 
the British army is 190,600 strong; that 
while combining our standing army and 
State guard we could put 140,801 men in 


. the field at short notice Great Britain could 


calf out 600,000 militiamen; and that while 
we have only 64 war vessels in our navy 
Great Britain has 501. Consequently these 
scared people are greatly exercised and 
fear the worst to this country in case of war 
with that power. Their idea is wé exist as 
té Nation at England's grace and sufferance. 

These timorous souls, however, may be re- 
lieved of'their shuddering fears if they will 
stop to consider that statistics of this kind 
are always grossly misleading. In any 
emergency. between Great Britain and the 
United States growing out of the Monroe 
doctrine or anything else, if we should 
come to blows the real strength.of the two 
countries would not be determined by the 
statistics that so many men-and ships can 


be massed on each side on their own shores 


at the very outset of the war. 


The true.rule for determining the real | 


power is to consider how many men could 
be massed at the point of conflict. Sup- 
pose, for instance, we were proposing to 
make war upon England to seize Ireland, 
and that we had to cross the ocean to fight 
England on her own domain. She could 
use the larger part of her regular home 
army and a great force of her militia 
and of her big fleet against us. -Or suppose 
it were a question. on our part of invading 
Turkey against the resistance of England. 
It would be a diffieult task for us to get by 
Gibraltar and pass through the Dardanelles 
up to Constantinople. It would require an 
enormous marine power to beat England 
on her own shores or in the Mediterranean 
Sea. But this rule would not apply to war 
waged on our shores or in Canada. If 
England should attack us on this side of 
the ocean she could only send as many 
ships as she could spare from all her vari- 
ous stations with safety _to her own terri- 
tories and interests, and no more men than 
she could safely spare from her regular 
army to fight us in Canada. The fight 
svould be at our own doors, where we are the 
strongest. 

- Of her 62,000 British troops in India shd 
could not spare one regiment. Of her 25,- 
000 regulars in Ireland it would not be safe 
to send away a single brigade, and none 
froth her colonies or from Egypt. She 
mnight send a couple of army corps from 
England: The rest of the regular troops 
in England are home guards watching mobs 
and the French. Her militia cannot be 
drafted for foreign service. 

She must keep nearly all her best battle- 
ships te watch and protect her shores from 
French attack and invasion. Also a great 
fleet in the Mediterranean Sea to protect 
Key pt from French seizure and Constanti- 
“nople from Russian occupation. She must 
also keep a large fleet in the China and 
India Seas, arid other warships scattered 
all over the oceans and seas to protect her 
commerce and her colonies. Finally leav- 
ing not more than a fifth of her naval 
strength at the very utmost to operate 
against this country in case of war. 

On the other hand, we can put 200,000 
well-armed men in the field in a very brief 


} period of time, and they to be followed by a 


million more men in an amazingly short 
time. 

Where is England’s million to meet them? 
We hah sixty-four war vessels, and can 
utilize every one of them for coast defense 
and ‘commerce destroying. She cannot 
spare a much larger number to invade our 
shores than this. How long would it be 
before we could double our fleet by work- 
ing day and night on all-parts of the ves- 
sels, engines, and guns? 

England, it is said, hasten times more 
cannon to start with than we have, but 
cannon-makirg is a plain business, and we 
wauld soon have all that we could use.: In 
a fortnight’s time we could double our regu- 
lafarmy. In a month we could double our 
Stite guards and arm them. Those timid 
people who talk of our inability to meet En- 
gland on this side of the ocean are either’ 
influenced © by misleading figures or they 
are not true Americans at’ heart and sym- 
pathize with British aggressions.

European nation, England certainly claims 
more territory than she is entitled to. 
Probably the Venezuelans go too far in 
their extremest claims. Therefore the dis- 
pute is one which should fairly be decided 
by arbitration. But England refuses to 


submit to arbitration her right to any of the 


territory: claimed by Venezuela east of a 
certain line laid down by a person in her 
employ. 

Venezuela is a party to this boundary 
controversy. The United States cannot 
put implicit reliance in her statements and 
go to war to defend claims which may be ex- 
cessive, Therefore the only proper course 


is to ascertain what the rights of the parties 


nre—what the real boundary line is. That 
can best be done through a commission. 

If that commission satisfies itself that 
Venezuela is extravagant in her pretensions 
and is clearly: not entitled to some ofthe 
territory she claims, she will be told that 
the United States cannot back her up, as 
far as that excess is concerned. If the 
Schomburgh line should be found to be the 
correct one Venezuela will be told nothing 
can be done for her east of it. ' 

But when the. rights of Venezuela, as 
distinguished from her claims, have been 
ascertained, then the United States. will 
resist by every means in its pawer the ap- 
propriation by Great Britain of any lands 
we have determined of right belong to 
Venezuela. 

The course recommended by the Presi- 
dent, and indorsed by the people, may lead 
in. certain contingencies to war. There 
is nothing in that which suggests a “fizzle 
out” except to the diseased mind of the 
vindictive Altgeld. 


A WHITE CITY ARCHITECT PASSED AWAY 

The news will be received with wide- 
spread regret that Mr. Charles B. Atwood, 
the eminent architect, of the firm of Burn- 
ham & Co., has passed away. Like his 
partner of Exposition days, John Root, he 
died in the harness, and the death of both 
of Mr. Burnham’s partners, in the opinion 


of physicians and those who knew them: 


well, is to be traced to overwork; Mr. 
Root died after making his designs for the 
World’s Fair, not living to see them real- 
ized.. Mr. Atwood worked arduously upon 
his designs for the Fair, and since that 
time has overworked in. preparing sugges- 
tions for making the Lake-Front Park in 
some sense a reminder of the White City. 
He lived long enough, however, to see his 
dreams of beauty take material shape and 
to receive the plaudits of the world for his 
artistic skill and exquisite architectural 
conceptions. Mr. Atwood had done much 
in the higher field of architecture before he 
came to Chicago that testified to his skill, 
but he will be principally remembered by his 
three creations in the White City—the 
Terminal Station, the Peristyle, and the 
Art Gallery. Each differed from the other 
in its general style. The Terminal Station 
was a modern building devoted to practical 
purposes, and yet was made beautiful by 
him. The Peristyle andArt Gallery were 
classical in design, and without in the least 
reflecting upon the work. of the other emi- 
nent architects it may be said that they will 
huger longest in the memory of all lovers of 
the beantiful. Fire has swept away that 
noble array of columns. and imposing 
triumphal arch that looked out upon the 
lake from the east end of the Court. of 
Honor, but the Art Gallery still remains to 
testify to Mr. Atwood’s fine sense. of 
beauty in lines, proportions, and decora- 
tions.

Reports of the Chicago Consolidated 
Brewing and Malting Company and 


Milwaukee and Chicago Breweries 


Isauced—No Payments of Dividends— 
Gains Noted Smaller than in Any 
Previous Similar Period—Charges 


for Depreciation. 

The annual statements of ‘the Chicago 
Consolidated Brewing and Malting company 
and the Milwaukee and Chicago breweries 
were madeé public yeste . They de not 
make as good a showing as reports 
have done, for in addition to there being no 
payments of dividends on the stock of either 
company, the report of profits for the year is 
less than for any previous year in the exist- 
ence of the companies. 

The Chicago Consolidated Brewing and 
Malting company reports sales of 410,687 
barrels of beer during the year as compared 
with 406,575 barrels in the previous year, an 
increase of 4,122 barrels for the twelve 
months. The accofints of the American 
board, which is the operating company, 
show the net profits for the year, after pro- 


‘viding for debenture interest, and charg- 


ing $50,429 for repairs and $71,005 for de- 
preciation, amount to $74,855. The directors 
call attention to the fact the depreciation 
in this year amounts to $71,005. The Ameri- 
can board decided, with the approval of 
the auditors, that it was unnecessary to 
provide so heavy a depreciation on some of 
the items. 


Charges to Depreciation. 

It will be noticed in the report the direct- 
ors decided it is unnecessary to provide so 
heavy a depreciation on items as has been 
done in past years. Heretofore the company 
has seen fit to charge a much larger sum to 
depreciation than it has in this report. ‘In 
the report for the year 1894 there was 
charged off for depreciation $127,390; for 
1893, $127,760; for 1892, $113,926; for 1891, 
$127,885." 


Profits for the year also make a poor 
showing as ce aon with previous reports. 
The whole profits of the company for the 
twelve months amounted to only $481,256. 
For previous years the profits have been as 
follows: 1804, $724,264; 1893, $1,279,736; 1892, 


644, 

In the report to the stockholders the 
directors have this to say regardi «Bs ef- 
fect of the beer war in Chicago and thé de- 
pression in the saloon business: 

“Materials have been particularly well 
bought, and the trade.having been so well 
maintained, this company is in a good po- 
sition to earn profits when the beer war 
ceases. A very large majority of the brew- 
eries are in favor of an amicable settlement 
of the beer war, but no permanent settle- 
ment can be had except on the basis of ab- 
solute equality. 

“The effects of the depresion in trade of 
the previous year are still felt by the saloon- 
keepers, and many of the company’s custom- 
ers have had to bé financially assisted and 
given larger credit than aaual: but the 
directors and auditors are satisfied ample 
provision has been made in the accounts 
for any loss from bad or doubtful debts.’’ 


Milwaukee and Chicago Breweries. 

In the report of the Milwaukee and Chi- 
cago breweries the directors also announce 
the profits of the year will not admit of any 
dividend, owing to the beer war which has 
prevailed. The accounts of the American 
company, which, as in the case of the Chi- 
cago Consolidated Brewing and Malting 
company, limited, operates the breweries, 
shows the net profits of the year are $102,- 
205, after providing for debenture interest 
and charging $174,224 for depreciation. This 
compares with a profit of $831,608 made in the 
previous twelve months. The sum of $97,- 
148 has been expended out of iricome for re- 
pairs, and the capital expenditure of the 
year for improvements and additions has 
amounted to $108,534. 

The charge for depreciation for the Mil- 
waukee and Chicago breweries amounts to 
$174,224, as compared with $229,670 for 1804, 

209 for 1893, $210,034 for 1892, $224, $18 
or 1891. The profits show a serious decline, 
as in the case of the other company. The 
profits of the various breweries known 
amounted to $555,687, as compared with 
$869,000 for 1804, $1,587,880 for 18038, $642,245 
for 1892, and $1,502,400 for 1891. 


Capital and Outpeat. 

The Chicago Consolidated Brewing and 
Malting — y owns the Conrad Seipp 
brewery, the wes brewery, the West Side 
brewery, the Bullen malt house, and the 
Huck malt house. It has a «apital stock of 
$1,350,000, divided equally into preferred 
and common stock: it also has an outstand- 
ing issue of $38,166, 000 in first mortgage bonds. 
The sales of the company for the last five 
years have been as follows:

VENEZUELA MESSAGE AFFECTS STOCKS 


General Liquidation of Stocks Follows in 
London. 

New York, Dec, 20.—Bradstreet’s review 
of the stock market says: 
._ “The Venezuela message has been the oc- 
easion of a disturbance in stock and market 
values. London has sold freely, its total of- 
ferings amounting to perhaps about 100,000 
shares. There has also been liquidation on a 
large scale by holders of stocks here, while 
the declines forced out a great many stop-or- 
ders and weekly margined accounts. The in- 


disposition to purchase was no less marked 
than the selling pressure, though it should 
also be noted that the traders are almost en- 
tirely bearish in sentiment and active, and

The declines 
have been general, industrial stocks suffering 
equally with the securities in which London 
was a depressing factor, which low-priced 
securities were affected both by the lack of 
eg and absence of a short interest.

Long-Time and Low-Interest Paper 
the Best and Simplest Pian of Sus- 
taining the Gold Reserve in the Na- 
tional Treasury—Conditions Would 
Be Serious Should England Become 
Alarmed and Send Onur Securities

. President Cleveland’s message meets with 
the indorsement of the majority of Chicago 
bankers. They also seem to agree the proper 
way of sustaining the gold reserve is by 
issuing long time, low interest bearing 
bonds, which could be taken up by the 
American public, being in the nature of a 
popular loan. The taking up of green- 
backs in the same way is advocated. 

Opinions as to the present situation with 
regard to relations with England demand- 
ing some measure be taken for the protec- 
tion of credit seem to differ. Some bankers 
hold the necessity for Congress taking 
action existed before the Venezuela, question 
arose, but present conditions will be an in- 
centive for such legislation, while others 
think the Venezuela question is a temporary 
matter and ahy withdrawal of securities 
by England: would react in a short time. 

Byron L. Smith, President of the North- 
ern Trust Company Bank, said: “I con- 
sider it the proper course in the President. 
Congress should take some action independ- 
ent of existing contingencies, but the lobby 
is a good one now or at any time.” 

Stephen’ W. Rawson, President of the 
Unien Trust company, said: “Congress 
should authorize an issue of low interest 
bearing bonds, and thus depend on our own 
people to sustain the gold reserve. The 
gold reserve should be maintained.’’ 

Robert Stuart, President of the American 
Exchange Nationa) Bank, said: “Such ac- 
tion might answer the requirements per- 
baps. I believe the trouble is only tem- 
shied and affairs will turn in a short

G. B. Shaw, President American Trust 
and Savings Bank, said: “I should cer- 
tainly indorse the policy of the President 
and believe the gold reserve ought to be 
maintained at all hazards. Congress ought 
to authorize an issue of low interest bearing 
bonds, and if it had previously done so the 
Treasury would be in better condition now. 
However, the time demands action, and I 
think we are in a critical period and we 
ought to depend on the American people and 
not on foreigners to maintain our reserve.’”’ 

John McLaren,President Hide and Leather 
Bank, said: “It is a good policy. Congress 
ought to take immediate ion. Low in- 
terest bearing bonds should be issued, as 
should have been done before. The present 
critical period demands it.”’ 

C. J. Blair, President Merchants’ National 
Bank, said: ‘“‘Congress should do something. 
If Great Britain should become alarmed and 
send some of our securities home it would 
take some of our reserve. Long time bonds 
at 2 per cent ought to be issued. If green- 
backs had been taken up there would be 
no difficulty now. I have no faith in any war 
occurring and believe it is a temporary ex- 
citement. There seems to me to be no spe- 
eial necessity now which has not heretofore 
existed.”’ 

All Favor a Low Interest. 

George Schneider, President National Bank 
of Illinois, said: “‘Itisa goodthing. The oc- 
casion demands such action. Greenbacks 
should be retired by the issue of 2 or 2% per 
cent bonds for fifty years. That would pre- 
serve the gold reserve. These bonds could 


"be kept in America, and throw the protection 


of the Treasury on America herself. No for- 
eign nation’s action could then seriously 
cripple it.’’ 

L. A. Goddard, cashier of Fort Dearborn 
National Bank, said: “I indorse President 
Cleveland’s message. I think he is all right 
in it. The time demands some action, as the 
scare over Venezuela is likely to affect for- 
eign securities and investments and cause an 
export of gold. Bonds will have to issue, 
which will be taken up by the people and be 
in the nature of a popular loan."’ 

Carl Moll, cashier National Bank of Illi- 
nois, said: ‘“I am always in favor of any 
measure to preserve the financial interests of 
the Nation. A low interest bearing bond 
issue would give us gold enough to preserve 
our credit.”’ 

c. B. Farwell, Vice-President of the Atlas 
National Bank, said: ‘The gold reserve 
should be kept up and greenbacks retired 
with a bond issue. Congress should author- 
ize the Secretary of the Treasury to take up 
all greenbacks with a low-rate, long-time 
bond issue. I do not think the Venezuelan 
question demands this action; the necessity 
for it existed before. It is, however, an in- 
centive for Congress to do what it should 
have done long ago.”’

C. B. ATWOOD’S BODY SENT EAST. 


Death of the Great Architect Said to Be 
Due to Overwork. 


The body of C. B. Atwood, who died Thurs. 
day evening, was sent last night to Millbury, 
Mass., bis old home, where interment will 
take place. Mr. Atwood died at his resi- 
dence in Buena Park, his death being due to 
exhaustion from overwork. 

Mr. Atwood was one of America’s leading 
designers and architects. He took an active 
interest in the architectural beauty of the 
World’s Fair. the Peristyle and Art Palace 
being exaniples of his genius in his chosen 
profession. Indeed, the unflagging zea! with 
which he followed up this work and its at- 
tendant nervous strain are eaid to. be 
directly responsible for the undermining of 
his health. 

He was also greatly interested in the trans- 
formation of the Lake-Front into a park

Mr. Atwood was born in Charleston, Mass., 
in 1849. At the age of 17 he began to study 
architecture, and at the age of 19 he entered 
the scientific school of rvard University. 
Completing this course, he went into the office 
of Ware & Von Brundt, Boston architects, 
and in 1872 established himself in Pember- 
ton Square, Boston. That year he built the 
Merchants’ Fire Insurance Buiiding at 
Worcester and the Five-Cent Savings Bank at 
Lowell, and received several prizes for de- 
signs in various important buiidings. In 
1875 Mr. Atwood went to New York, where 
he remained six years, dur which time he 
designed the residences of William H, Van- 
derbilt.

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REPLIES TO COMMISSIONER KERR. 


Dr. Hamilton Explains His Attitude 
Toward Anti-Toxin. 

In a long letter Dr. Hamilton made reply 
yesterday to Health Commissioner Kerr's 
interview regarding his Medical Journal 
editorial on anti-toxin in diphtheria treat- 
ment. Dr. Hamilton denied he attacked the 
efficacy of anti-toxin. He only cautioned 
physicians to make haste slowly in its use 
until they found out moreaboutit. He then 
went on: 

“The charge is of misrepresentation and 
‘garbling.’ In the first place Lennox Browne, 
after writing of the whole subject of diph- 
theria and recommending treatment, does 
not include serum therapy as an established 
means of treatment. He puts it in the ap- 
pendix of his book, and in so doing he says: 
‘The reasons for considering this subject in 
an appendix hardly need detailed explana- 
tion. Serum treatment is said to be still on 
its trial, and on this account, as well as in the 
facts to be recorded, we do not feel justified 
in giving it a position as an integral portion 
of our therapeutic resources alongside of 
the older, well-tried, and well-established 
methods of the classical treatment of diph- 
theria.’ 

“Is not this ‘distinct condemnation’? He 
had tried it faithfully and the result was he 
excluded it from his recognized list. Mr. 
Browne says further: ‘We might be ablé to 
pronounce the power of anti-toxic serum to 


act as a prophylactic against a possible at-. 


tack of diphtheria is in proportion to the 
vigor and healthy blood condition of the indi- 
vidual in whom it is employed; but the mi- 
nute,dose administered for this purpose is 
evidently capable of being soon broken up by 
cellular action in the healthy. We can, there- 
fore, understand the general admission as to 
the evanesceht character of the immunity 
s0 obtained. Moreover, reports of cases are 
not wanting in which noxious and even fatal 
results have followed the useof serum when 
employed as a prophylactic.’ 

“More real methods of preventing the 
‘spread of diphtheria are to be fourti in im- 
proved sanitation, in prophylactic surgical 
treatment, already detailed, and in efficient 
isolation and disinfection. 

“You beg the question by saying the ques- 
tion above given had reference to the use of 
the serum as a prophylactic only. What 
are you doing with your medical corps? 
Are they engaged in trying to prevent dis- 
ease? Are they not engaged in the prophy- 
laxis? If they are not so engaged, then the 
question whether the serum is unsafe as a 
prophylactic is a vital one. 

“T am not now~saying, nor have never 
said, the anti-toxin treatment of diphtheria 
was a failure. I only counseled caution in 
its use, and advised those not familiar with 
it should await further trial by experts. 

“You said in one of your interviews I had 
indorsed your purchase of the anti-toxin. 
That is true, but you only proposed to pur- 
chase the anti-toxin and distribute it to 
certain drug stores, where those who de- 
sired to use it could obtain a trustworthy 
product. That plan I concurred in. You 
never intimated you were going to send out 
a medical corps armed with syringes. The 
frightful accidents that have happened ad- 
monish care and caution, and as you "pro- 
gress in your medical studies you will learn 
a wise conservatism would lead to extreme 
care in the use of new and powerful poi- 
gons.”” , 


DEATH FROM POISONING AT ELKHART 


Suspicious Circumstances Accompany the 
Death of Mrs. Samuel McLain. 

Elkhart, Ind., Dec, 20.—[Special. }—Today 
Mrs. Samuel McLain, aged 35 years, a well- 
known woman, .who had spent all the years of 
her life here, died from ning, under cir- 
cumstances that point to foul play. 

She had assisted in preparing a meal and 
ate with the other members of the family, 
and soon afterward complained of severe 
cramps. She assisted in clearing away the 
dishes, but her agony became so excruciating 
she was compelled to retire to her room.’ Her 
husband, accompanied by Fred Westfall, a 
boarder, started in quest of a physician, but 
claim they could not find one for some time. 
When chey finally returned they found Mrs. 
McLain in a dying condition. She was in 
convulsions and died without regaining con- 
sciousness. : 

Neighbors say Mr. and Mre. McLain had a 
violent quarrel a short time before the 
tragedy took place, and that such occurrences 
were by no means infrequent. The last quar- 
rei arose over the woman’s going down-town 
in opposition to her husband’s wishes. The 
police found a box of strychnine tabiets in 
the house and the physicians who made an 
examination of the remains testified her 
death reshited from strychnine poisoning. 
McLain’s mother, who lives with family, 
when assistance arrived was sitting in a 
room adjoining the one in which the dying 
woman lay, and notwithstanding the wom- 
an’s agony had paid no attention to her.

WASHINGTON ORDERS ARE MODIFIED 


More Gaugers Are Allowed to the Peoria 
Distilleries. 

Peoria, Ill,” Dec. 20.— [Special.]—A few 
days ago an order was received compelling 
the gaugers to gauge 100 barrels per day 
instead of sixty-five as heretofore. This re- 
sulted in a protest from the Peoria distillers 
which was followed today by a modification 
of the order from Washington.

MOVE TO EFFECT REORGANIZATION 
OF LAKE LINES POOL. 


Efforts of Presidents te Piace It on a 
Similar Basis to the New Railroad 
Trust—Not Working Altogether Sat- 
isfactorily—Came Near Going to 
Pieces—Work of Transcontinental 


Roads in Adjusting Their Diffical- 


ties—Hold to Regular Tariff. 

Efforts are now being made by the Trunk 
Line Presidents to bring about a reorganiza- 
tion of the Lake Lines’ pool and place it on 
a similar basis to the new Trunk Line Presi- 
dents’ trust, or, in fact, make it substantial- 
ly subordinate and bring it under the juris- 
diction of the great railroad trust. 

The present~pool of the lake lines is not 
working as satisfactorily as the railroad offi- 
cials would like. It was put in effect last 
spring and Auditor McCain of the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission was placed in 
charge. While the pool had the effect of 
securing the maintenance of higher rates 
by the lake lines last summer than in former 
seasons and gave the all-rail lines a chance 
to secure more business, yet an absdélute 
maintenance of rates could not be secured, 
because “Jim” Hill’s Northern steamship 
line and a few independent lake carriers 
persisted in their refusal to join the pool 
and took much of the business which, under 
ordinary circumstances, would have gone 
to the pool lines. 

The pool would have gone to pieces before 
the end of the navigation season on account 
of the outside competition and the large 
loss of business if it had not been for the 
fact that all the lake transportation lines, 
except Mr, Hill’s and a few independent 
vessels, are virtually owned and controlled 
by the big Eastern trunk lines and are 
principally used as feeders for the latter 
lines. The increase in their all-rail business 


‘and the higher rates they secured more 
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than remunerated them for the loss of busi- 
ness by their lake lines. 

It is feared by the trunk line managers 
if the lake lines’ pool is continued on an inde- 
pendent basis it will soon get in conflict 
with the great railroad trust, which might 
cause cutting of rates; hence the anxiety to 
reorganize the lake lines’ pool to make it 
practically subservient to the railroad trust. 

Many prominent railroad officials do not 
feer"confident the new railroad trust will 
bring about the results the Eastern railroad 
magnates expect. The machinery provided 
for the working of the new railroad trust, 
they think, is altogether too cumbersome to 
run smoothly. The Board of Arbitrators is 
considered weak. There is but one experi- 
enced traffic official on this board, J. F. 
Goddard, late Trunk Line Commissioner, 
The other two arbitrators are prominent 
lawyers, but have little experience in traffic 
affairs. It is believed G. A. Hobart and J. 
D. Cox were elected arbitrators solely on 


account of their political influence, and will [f 


probably be required to help the railroad 
lobby to secure favorable legislation in the 
House and Senate on the bill to legalize pool- 
ing by railroad companies. 


ONLY REGULAR TARIFF RATES GO. 


Transcontinental Lines at Work Ad-

Attorney Causes @& Sensation in the 
Pacific Railroad Case. 

San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 20,—{Special.}-—- 
John T. Doyle, one of the most prominent 
attorneys on the Pacific coast and of great 
wealth and the highest integrity, caused a 
sensation today at a meeting of the commit- 
tee of fifty appointed by the Mayor to take 
action to secure the defeat of the Pacific rail- 


road’s funding bill by declaring that bonds . 


issued by the Central Pacific and constitut- 
ing a first lien were issued fraudulently, and 
that the second mortgage bonds held by 
government in reality conakstated first mprt- 


gage. 

He shid last May he lai@ the matter before 
Secretary Carlisle in a long communication 
and urged immediate foreclosure, which 
could be done in view of the great fraud 
practiced. Mayor Sutro presided over the 
meeting, and took occasion to state that he’ 
knew Congressmen were bribed, and that 
Huntington would not overlook an oppor- 
tunity to reach them. 

“During my ten years’ residence in Wash- 
ington,"’ he said, “‘t learned beyond a doubt 
that bribes were distributed in Congress, 
and I am not afraid to say so. Weare deal- 
ing with corrupt people. Such a man as 
Huntington is low in his ideas, but he is our 
master, for this government is run by cor- 
porations. It is no longer a government of 
the people. We have degenerated, and we 
are too cowardly to assert ourselvés.”’ 

After several other addresses by promi- 
nent men and liberal contribution of money 
to carry on the fight John T. Doyle said, 
many millions of dollars with which the 
company had been subsidized had been di- 
vided among four men and the sole sur- 
vivor of the four was now in Washington 
directing legislation with a view of prevent- 
ing a foreclosure of government mortgages. 
He sa‘d if this foreclosure took place Hunt- 
ington would be exposed and it would be 
shown he had perpetrated a fraud upon the 
government in the issuance of first mortgage 
bonds. The bonds, he declared, were not 
first mortgage bonds ‘for the reason that in 
the issuance of them the com y had not 
complied with the conditions imposed by the 
government. The conditions were that 
these bonds should be issued in duplicate, 
copies to be turned over to’ the government.

Mr, Loomis smelled smoke and fearing 
there might be trouble told the boy to leave 
for home at once. 

When the Fire Department arrived a num- 
ber of firemen, guided by Mr. Loomis, 
mounted to the fifth floor and broke into the 
varnish room. The flames had already 
fastened themselves on the stock of oils, 
had spread to the woodwork of the build- 
ing, and a little later began to burst through 
the ceiling into the upper story. 

The course of the fire was downward from 
the varnish room as well as upward. The 
greatest destruction was in the two upper 
stories, which were almost cleaned out from 
front to back and were left without a roof. 
The fire spread to the rear of the twin build- 
ing, but it was not allowed to fasten below 
the floor. : 

Joseph Damell’s Story. 

Joseph Damell, the Secretary of the Nation- 
al Parlor Furniture company, said: ‘Our

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chinery to the value of between $50,000 and 
$55,000. On the first floor is our retail de- 
partment, in which were goods valued at 
$3,000. We carried insurance to the amount 
of $40,000, placed with Charles T. Bliss. 

“I have no idea how the fire started. The

Bancroft, publisher of 
‘‘Bancroft’s History of the World’s Fair,” 
who had books stored there, suffered a loss 
of $200. 

A lead of hose through a window on the 
ninth floor parted under the tremendous 
pressure while the fire was fiercest, and a 
large amount of water flooded the art studio 
on that floor and leaked through into the 
next story, where a small amount of damage 
resulted. The hose fell with a crash to the 
ground, and some 6f the patrons of the

“The message and policy of President 
Cleveland on the Venezuelan situation meet 
my earnest approval. Whether the Monroe 
doctrine is or is not a part of the system of 
international law.is immaterial. It is a 
part -of the settled foreign policy of the 
United States. Whether the ]’resident’s in- 
terpretation of the doctrine in the present 
case can be found'in the phraseology of the 
message of 1823 is mere pettifogging. His 
interpretation is a logical deduction from the 
spirit and purpose of that message. The 
United States cannot permit the forcible ex- 
tension of European territory on this con- 
tinent. ‘That must be resisted by all means 
in our power.

Ways and Means Committee Is in Fa- 
vor of Revising the Tariff. 

Washington, D.C., Dec, 21.—[Special.]—Re- 
publican members of the Ways and Means 
‘committee were in session until mid- 
night discussing m of providing more 
revenue as the initial step in helping out the 
Treasury. No actual conclusion was ar- 
rived at except a decision to keep the House 
in session from day to day for the whole 
week, meanwhile endeavoring to arrive at 
some agreementin the committee.

Many Candidates for Governor Stir- 
ring the Mess to a Bolling Point. 
Minneapolis, Minn., Dec. 19.—[Specia!l Cor- 
respondence.}—From the amount of political 
talk heard all over the State, and particuiar- 
ly in the large cities, one might infer that 
the politicians were right in the heat of the 
campaign. The political clubs are reorgan- 
izing for the campaign, and if the political 
enthusiasm increases from now on it will 
be the most interesting campaign Minne- 
sota has had for many a year. ‘ 
Not alone on the Gubernatorial question 
has the political excitement been aroused, 
but the slates are being made up so as to 
include the nominees for all State officers, 
and Congressmen even. There are four 
avowed candidates for the Governor's chair, 
and there is a fifth whose name is freely 
vsed, though he has not announced himself 
as yet. D. M. Clough, the present Executive, 
bas the advantage of holding the reins of 
government at present, and in this State 
the political power that goes with his office 
is tremendous. There is a small army of 
grain inspectors and weighers all over the 
State. Tney are but a small part of the 
force that the Governor has at his disposal, 
though. ~Gov. Clough, since he took the 
executive chair, has met with financial re- 
verses,. and this has secured for him the 
sympathy of many, though his inability to

Pay—Says the Board Is Responsible 
for the Fact President Adams Gives 
His Fall Time. te Executive Duties. 

Oshkosh, Wis., Dec. 21.—[Special.]—Frank 
Challoner of this city, one of the University 
Regents, has replied in an open letter to 
County Superintendent Pederson. Mr. Chai- 
loner declares that Pederson’s charges are 
false in nearly every detail and on the whole 

. Mr. Challoner then says: 

“Pederson claims to have been investigat- 
ing and obtaining facts. Would it not be 
fair to presume that if he wished facts per- 
taining to the business management of the 
university he would consult the records of 
the university, to be found in the Regents’ 
office; and also would he not, if fair, consult 
the President or some other official of the 
university as to its policy? Mr. Pederson, 
when investigating, did nothing of the kind. 
He called at neither the Regents’ office nor 
the President’s. Honest investigation this, 
by a competent investigator. 

“Regarding his statement of facts relating 
to fees, the statement is false, and after his 
investigation he must know it to be false. 
He has taken the catalogue of the university 
for 1895 for his authority, knowing that at 
the summer meeting of the board following 
the issue of this catalogue the fees were ma- 
terlally modified, and whenever modified 
were reduced. He compares the law depart- 
ment with the Michigan Law School, stat- 
ing that the matriculation fee for the three 
years’ course in our university is $205, when 
he can but know, after his elaborate investi- 
gation, that the matriculation_fee for the 
three years is $150 only, which is the same 
per annum average that it has been for sev- 
eral years at least. 

“Tt has been the policy to make the law de- 
partment of every educational institution 
of which I have any knowledge self-sustain- 
ing. Michigan University, with two or 
three times as many students in its law 
school as there are in the law department 
of the University of Wisconsin, can easily 
afford to charge lower fees than {s possible 
at the University of Wisconsin. 

“The fees in a number of American law 
schools are from two to three times as much 
as are those in our State University. Mr. 
Pedersén gives a list of fees and conveys 
the impression to one not acquainted with 
the matter that each student must pay all 
the fees therein enumerated, whereas each 
student in his complete course pays only a 
few of these fees, depending on his choice 


of courses. 
“Tt is a fact easy of demonstration that 


the only difference between the necessary 
expense of a student now entering the uni- 
vrsity and those of students in years past 
is the increase of $8 per annum in the inci- 
dental fees, ordered by the board in June, 
1894. So far us I know, all other fees are 
the same as in years past. 

‘Referring to his statement that the uni- 
versity is not a poor man’s school, I will 
state that it is easier today than ever be- 
fore for a student to enter the university 
and wholly or in part work his way through. 
Facilities for doing this are greater, and are 
increasing constantly. Mr. Pederson says 
that 1895-’96 shows a decrease of forty stu- 
dents—another rank misstatement. The 
printed directory of 1804-'05 contains the 
names of 1,196, that of 1895 1,204, an increase 
of 98, or about 8 per cent, instead of a loss, 
as stated by Mr. Pederson, of 4 per cent. 

“Regarding business management, the 
records are in the Regents’ office, open for 
inspection by any one at all times, and the 
board is pleased to have them fully exam- 
ined and criticised... 

“Mr. Pederson objects to President Adams 
not giving instruction. The/ board is re- 
sponsible for this and requires President 
Adams to give his full time to the manage- 
ment of the university. This he does in a 
most satisfactory manner. 

“Mr. Pederson seems to deplore the fact 
that the students are placed on their honor 
as regards deportment during their resi- 
dence in Madison, giving as a reason that 
‘He saw many students in a state of in- 
toxication.’ If this were true, is it any argu- 
ment against the system? Are not these 
excesses more liable to occur in institutions 
where the supervision is more rigid? Would 
it be possible to have 1,200 young men to- 
gether, self-selected, and every one im- 
macuiate?”’ 3

MeKinley, Reed, and Allison All Show 
Considerable Strength. 


“* McKinley appears to be strong among the 
party leaders in Kan-as. .However, Reed has 
a great many friends, and Senator Allison, I 
think, is well liked by everybody.”

HAS NO POLITICAL SIGNIFICANCE. 


Mayor and Mr. Tanner Meet Only as 
Friends. 

John R. Tanner was among Mayor Swift's 
callers yesterday afternoon and they held 
a short conference, in which their recent visit 
to Washington formed the chief topic of con- 
versation. Both denied there was any po’ 
litical significance in meeting. 

“T happened to be near the City Hall,” said 
Mr. Tanner, “and as the Mayor and I have 
been warm friends a great many years I 
simply dropped in to pay my respects. My 
candidacy for Governor was referred to in 
a general way, but not discussed. Mr, Swift 
said he was not interesting himself in poli- 
tics; he had enough responsibility upon his 
shoulders looking after the affairs of the city 
and that so long as he is Mayor no candidate 
need expect to get any assistance from him.

Another question often asked by those 
anxious to disburse their charity funds ju- 
diciously: “In what way can you demon-' 
strate to me that my money will accomplish 
relatively more good “when contributed to 
your institution than when contributed to 
one combining the pay and the free policy?” 
And to this the answer is given: “Ina 
combined institution certain luxuries in food 
und adornments which in no way contribute 
to the alleviation of disease, but which are 
demanded by pay patients, must be fur- 
nished to those paying for their services. It 
is obvious that the living of the whole house- 
hold—servants, nurses, and Superintendent 
—will be ordered on the tame plane as that 
of the most expensive patients. Then, too, 
it is very difficult to discriminate between 
patients, and supply one class with lux- 
uries and the other with plainer fare. Con 
sequently, without benefit, to any one 
frequently a detriment to many, the average 
expenses per capita afe greater in a mixed 
hospital than one entirely free. Two hun- 
dred dollars a year, $18 a month, or $4.50 & 
week, or 55 cents aoe will miaintain an 
average patient in the Chicago Charity Hos- 
pital. This low rate is sufficient to @btain 
a clean bed, a bright, airy, clean room, 4 
trained nurse, plain, wholesome food, and 
the best medical or surgical treatment in 
the city.” . 

Capacity of the “Chicago Charity.” 


The hospital is small. Its present capacity 
is thirty beds. It is superintended by Dr. 
Keith, a woman physician, who is also a 
graduate of the Illinois Training School for 
Nurses. Dr. Keith is a genuine working 
superintendent, having direct charge of the 
household expenditures as well as the hos- 
pital department and the superintendentship 
of nurses. Dr. Keith, who receives a mod- 
erate salary, is the only salaried officer or 
employé engaged in the Charity Hospital ex- 
cept the laundress and the cook, The nurs- 
ing is furnished by the Josephine Training 
School for Nurses, and is without expense to 
the hospital. | 

The Charity Hospital is non-sectarian. It 
is not an outgrowth of any other benevolent 
institution, and was organized for the sole 
purpose of affording treatment for the poor, 
with the express idea that it ghould remain: 
forever absolutely free. No patient ts ad- 
mitted who can or is willing to pay for his 
treatment or bed. All such patients are sent 
to mixed or wholly pay institutions. : 

The Charity Hospital was founded six 
years ago. Among those interested tn its or- 
ganization and to whom great credit is due 
for launching such a creditable enterprise 
may be mentioned Mrs. Thomas Burrows, 
its first President; Mrs. Clifford Payson, its 
first Secretary; and Mrs. J. M, Flower, Mrs. 
Cyrus H. McCormick Jr., Mrs. Volney C. 
Turner, Mrs. David S. Vilas, and Mrs. Hi. M. 
Wilmarth.

Speaker Reed has announced his commit- 
tees and put the House members out of 
their misery. The. Chairmanship of the 
most impertant on ton Ways and 
Means—is given to Mr.’ Dingley of Maine. 
It has been the belief for some days that 
that would be done, though he was not a 
member of that committee in the last Con- 
gress, and the old-fashioned rules of senior- 
ity would have put Mr. Payne of New York 
at the head of it. But the Speaker saw in 
Mr. Dingley a better leader on the floor and

As was expected, Mr. Hitt is the Chair- 
man of the Committee on Foreign Affairs, 
and Mr. Cannon is given the high position 
he desired at the head of the Appropriations 
committee. He was fairly entitled to it by 
long service and precedence. 

Mr. Walker of Massachusetts leads the 
Committee on Banks and Banking. The 
Judiciary is given to Henderson of Iowa, 
who would have preferred the place given 
to Cannon. And the Inter-State commit- 
tee Chairmanship goes to Hepburn, also of 
Iowa. Marsh of Illindis gets the Militia 
Chairmanship and Smith that of Private 
Claims. 

It will be seen that Illinois has been 
treated very well considering the large 
number of new members in the delegation.

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THE ENGLISH PRESS CLIMBING DOWN A 
LITTLE. 


The tone of the latest quotations from the 
English papers on the Monroe doctrine and 
Venezuelan question shows that they are 
beginning to climb down a little from the 
first high perch they took in their comments 
upon the President’s message.

THE ‘MARGIN GAMBLERS OF WALL 


Senators were deluged on Friday with 
dispatches. from frightened stock specu- 
lators who saw their expected profits melt- 
ing away and being converted into losses, 
and who appealed to the Senators to let the 
honor of the country slide gnd come to the 
relief of their endangered stock. margins. 
The Senators, being patriotic American 
citizens and not citizens of Wall ‘street, 
and being more afraid of the displeasure of 
their constituents than of the wrath of 
English bankers, would not listen to these 
despicable pleas of selfish speculators, but 
passed at‘once unchanged, by a unanimous 


} vote, the Venezuela ‘commipsion bil} Which 


. they were asked to delay action on. . 

“This conduct on the part of the denizens 
of Wall street is not surprising. ‘They are 
most of them gamblers—on a large s¢ale, 
but still gamblers. If there is any passion 
which destroys all the patriotic sentiments 
in the human breast and fosters the most 
selfish ones it is gambling. 

If England were to notify the United 
States ‘tomorrow that she would declare 
war unless President Cleveland’s message 
was withdrawn there would be a still great- 
er disturbance in- the Wall street stock 
market, and these trembling speculators 
would telegraph Cleveland begging or de- 
manding him to withdraw it and not inter- 
fere with their “ trades" and “ deals.” 

There is this difference between the Wall 
street gambler and the faro table sharp: 
Each of them “ fleeces the lambs ” with the 
utmost determination and sang froid. But 
when the latter gets nipped and loses his: 
own fleece he generally takes his punish- 
ment stoically. He does not play the baby. 
But when the Wall street gambler gets his 
fingers pinched and some smarter operater 
cieans him out of his stock margins the 
whole continent resounds with his wild 
wails. Friday and yesterday a lot of these 
Wall street jockies were caught in an arti- 
ficial panic, the offspring of shrewder gam- 
biers at home and:abroad, who saw an op- 
portunity to use the Venezuela question for 
“bear” purposes. At once the gentry who 
were caught, instead of admiring the su- 
perior genius of the successful gamblers, 
attribute their misfortunes to the wrongful 
determination of the country to uphold its 
honor and telegraph by the hundred to Con- 
gress and the President to back down and 
surrender to England all the American terri- 
tory she desires to grab! 

This is what margin stock-gambling 
leads to. It converts men who would other- 
wise be patriotic Americans into whining 
curs who think more of their margins than 
of their country’s flag and honor, and whose 
first impulse when they are “ squeezed ” by 
some other stock margin “ bear” gambler 
is to haul down the flag in the hope that the 
base act may get them out of their “ mar- 
gin ” scrape.

CUBA AND THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 

Congressman Grosvenor of Ohio says: 

I am not quite so sure that the Monroe doctrine 
is involved in the Venezuelan matter. Suppose 
that Spain, after her fruitless and bootless task 
te subdue Cuba, and being impoverished 
financially, should sell Cuba to England. I don’t 
know that the United States could interfere under 
the Monroe doctrine. 


The Congressman has been in public life 
so long that he ought to know what the 
position of the United States is on this 
point. Seventy years ago, or soon after the 
formal enunciation of the Monroe doctrine, 
this country declared that while it would 
not “interfere with the possession of Cuba 
by Spain, it would not allow it to pass by 
gift or sale into the hands of Great Britain 
or any other European power. The Mon- 
roe doctrine does not allow a European 
holder of territory to barter and sell it to 
sone other European power against the 


will of the people thereof. If Spain tried to 


dispose of Cuba to a European power 
against the wishes of the Cubans, say to 
England, France, or any other Huropean 
nation, this country would prevent the car- 
rying out of the agreement with all its force 
and ability. 

It would do so not merely because it 
would not aliow the control of an island 
just off the coast which occupies such a 
commanding position to pass into the hands 


| Of a stronger power than Spain, but be- 


cause the Monroe doctrine has grown to 


mean much more than it did in 1823. It ‘ 


means that no American republic can part 
with its soil to any foreign nation, and that 
a country jike Spain, whose grip on its re- 
maining Awerican possessions ‘is fast re- 
laxing, cannot protract the existence of 
monarchical institutions by turning them 
over to a stronger power.

that the board has called a halt on increas- 
ing extravagance, 

' It is well also that some of the fads have 
been the subject of its economizing mood. 
The salaries of many of the so-called “ spe- 
cial teachers” are to be reduced bite, 
but not nearly as much as they ‘be. 
These are teachers whose mission is drilling 
the pupils in fads. They have been the 
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against the captious and offensive erilem 
made by Prof. von Holst. of Presiden 

Cleveland's message én the ‘Seneahe 
question and the Monroe doctrine. Dr, 
Harper says over his signature that the 
message of the President has the approval 
of the university; that the assertion of 
Von Holst that the President's interpreta- 
tion is not in accord with the phraseology of | 
the Monroe message is mere pettifogging; 
that the United States cannot. permit the 
forcible expansion of European territory 
on this continent; that ” it must be resisted 
by all means in our power.” This is the 
policy of the university as enunciated by its 
President, and it is the right one. 

Secretary Goodspeed emphasizes Presi- 
dent Harper's declaration by the assertion 
that the opinions of Prof. von Holst are 
diametrically opposed to the sentiments of 
the faculty and students, and headds “ we 
do not wish any such un-American senti- 
ment to go out as coming from the uni- 
versity.” 

The public will be glad to know that Prof. 
von Livist does not represent the university 
in his ill-tempered and un-American atti- 
tude upon this question. If he persists in 
this attitude he is as much out.of place in 
the faculty of the university as was Prof. 
Bemis. The least that President Harper 
can do is to notify him courteously that he 
must keep his opinions to himself, or at. 
least not give them out as the opinions of a 
professor of the University of Chicago. 
That institution would not be a Chicago 
university if it shared Von Holst’s senti- 
ment or showed the white feather. The 
President, Secretary, and faculty have done 
well in promptly repudiating his statement 
and entering their protest against it. 


THE MAYOR AND ELEVATING THE ROADS. 

The subject of track elevation ha's been 
taken up vigorously by Mayor Swift, and, 
having right on his side,.he is pressing the 
recusant roads with an energy which they 
are finding it hard to resist. When the 
Mayor gets started in a just cause he isa 
bad man: to fight. 

During the last week he has succeeded 
in making an arrangement with the North- 
western road for the elevation of ten miles 
of track in the northern and. northwestern 
sections of the city. Certain portions of 
those districts are filling up rapidly with 
new population, and thedanger to human life 
at the numerous grade crossings is growing 
daily. The road has decided to act none too 
goon. 

The arrangement made for the elevation 
of the St. Charles Air Line track will make 
travel safe on Michigan and Wabash ave- 
nues and State street. Those three great 
thoreughfares, crowded always with cars 
and vehicles, will be relieved from the two 
tracks which lie athwart them, cutting the 
South Division in two, and which are con- 
stantly used by the roads. 

The Mayor has made an arrangement 
with the Pennsylvania road for the eleva- 
tion of its system of tracks on Rockwell 
street west of Western avenue. That 
means the destruction of numerous death- 
traps. There is an immense population | 
west of those tracks, which have to be * 
crossed to get to the business district. 
Those same tracks cut off two of the West 


Side parks from the greater part of the. 
West Side. Theifaclevation will be some- 


thing for which the West-Siders will be 
grateful to the Mayor. 

The same Pennsylvania company would 
elevate its other tracks in the southern part 
of the city were it not for the refusal of the 
Western Indiana, its near neighbor, to do 
anything. The President of that road says 
his Board of Directors has given him no 
authority. He has been requested to calla 
meeting of that board and lay the city’s de- 
mands before it. 

If the board dodges behind the President 
or the stockholders then the Mayor and the 
Council will simply haye to put en the 


| gerews and force that road to time. There 


are ways in which it can be made to do its 


duty. 
quickly, so that next, spring about fifty 


miles of track may be in process of eleva- 


tion. 


CANADIAN EXPOSITION. 

On the 24th of next. May an international 
exposition will be opened in Montreal, Can- 
ada, to continue until the 12th of the follow- 
ing October. The ‘location chosen is the 
Mount Royal Park, at the foot of the mount- 
ain which nature will make very attractive 
for such a purpose. The colonial exhibits 
will be very numerous, and it is intended to 
make a special feature of athletic exercises. 
It is particularly hoped that New England 
will be largely represented as well as other 
parts of the United States. By next May 
the present unpleasantness between this 
country and Great Britain ought to be set- 
tled, and in that case Miss Canada’s expo- 
sition will undoubtedly be largely patron- 
ized by Uncle Sam. In the event that the 
dispute at that time remains unsettled it 
follows that Uncle Sam will not send any- 
thing—except in a certain contingency— 
when the display will not be one of the sort

A NEEDLESS SCARE AT JOLIET. 

The Joliet people want the members of the 
Drainage Board to drop down there “ to 
see what can be expected ‘when the 300,000 
cubic feet per minute of drainage water 
come down” during a flood season. The 
Chicagoans should go and reassure the 
alarmed citizens of Joliet. 

The latter should be told that provision 
will be made for check gates in the drain- 
age channel, which will serve a double pur- 
pose when floods come like that of last 
week, Those gates will stop the south- 
ward flow of water inthe channel. Hence 


there will not be 300,000 feet, or any num-~ 


ber of feet, piled. up on top of the Desplaines 
flood waters. And those gates will also 
prevent the Desplaines waters from forc- 
ing their way into the South Branch and 
the lake through the drainage channel. 
The present flood is the worst December 
flood that has been known for a quarter of 
a century, and there may not be another 
like it for twenty-five years to come. But 
if the drainage channel had been finished 
and in operation last week Joliet would 
not have been a whit worse off than it was 
yesterday. It would have had only the 
Desplaines waters to contend with, and 
they will run off with less damage when 
the drainage channel is in use than they do 
now. 


Tue Philadelphia Inquirer notes that the 
additional million dellars which Mr. Rocke- 
feller is about to give te the University of 
Chicago te meet Miss Culver’s gift of an 
equal amount will bring the amount of his 
gifts to the cause of educatien nearly up to 
the sum left by Stephen Girard te Girard 
College. This gift of $8,000,000 was made as 
long age as 1831 and the record remains un- 
breken at the close of this year, It says of 
the eighteen American millionaires who 
have contributed to educational institutions 
sums ranging from the $1,000,000 . given 
by Ezru Cornell to Cornell University to 
the $8,000,000 given by ‘Stephen Girard to 
Girard College four—namely: Girard, Pack- 
er, Lick, and Drexel—wert Pennsylvanians 
arid the value of their gifts reached the 
large total of $14,650,000. This is doing well 
for Pennsylvania, but it is quite likely that 
New York will shortly break the recerd.

 éf the courts it will bestow agreatersum than 


Girard gave to education, But whether this 
bequest materializes or not Mr. Rockefeller 
will soon pass the Girard mark. 


Or the three periods into which the H- 
cense year is divided one begins Dec. 1, and 
ends May 1. Every saloon now running 
should have paid for this period three weeks 
ago. But out of the 7,000 saloons 4,000 are 
still delinquent. The City Collector is afraid 
many of them -will go out of business early 
next month, and he is wondering how, in 
that-case, he can reeover from them what 
‘tidy Owe the city..

It should not allow men to run for 
a month without Ncenses and then shut 
up shop without paying, if at the end of that 
time they see they not likely to succeed. 


It may be remembered that the war be- 
tween Germany and France a quarter of a 
century ago resulted from a disagreement 
of thé Hohenzollern question. Louis Na- 
poleon notified the King of Prussia that one 
of the German Princes should not be allowed 
to marry some Spanish Princess. The King 
resented it as an insult, and refused te give 
the humiliating pledge. Louis Napoleon de- 
clared war against Prussia and marched his 
army across the Rhine to invade and con- 
quer Prussia. The other German States 
made common cause with Prussia and the 
result is known to the world. The cause of 
the war was an insignificant thing in com- 
parison with its consequences. If war 
should occur between the United States and 
Great Britain the original subject would be 
small diso, though leading up to.a, far great- 
er one—the maintenance of the Monroe doc- 
trine. So, for both it might be said in the 
language of scripture, “Behold, how great a 
matter a little fire kindleth.”

The Dean on Newspapers. . 
The American newspaper perplexed the 
good Dean as it does many others not so 
good. While he expresses his hearty ap- 
preciation of their kindsess te him he is 


bound at the same time to declare his con- ‘ 


viction “that they are altogether unworthy 
of a great nation.’’ The editors and sub- 
editors, he adds, are, as a rule, “men of 
superior ability and intelligence. Their 
articles on political, commercial, social, and 
international topics are thoughtfully argued 
and lucidly expressed, but they pander to 
that morbid craving for the terrible which. 
like the ghoul or the horse-leech, thirsts for 
blood, gloats upon the ghastly corpses 
spread out in the morgue, and makes a col- 
lection of murderers, robbers, and ruffians 
of all denominations, te which Mme. Tus- 
saud’s chamber of horrors is by comparison 
a bower of innocence and beauty. Iam em- 
boldened to make this protest, not only be- 
cause I Know it to be in accord with the con- 
victions of those Americans whose judg- 
ment has just claims on our respéct, but also 
because, when I frecly spoke my disappoint- 
ment to the journalists themselves, none dis- 
sented or disputed, and only defended on 
the plea of expediency—the pcople loved to 
have it so—populus vult decipi, et decipi- 
atur.”’ 

Some one has been painting the pecuniary 
rewards of journalism in glowing colors to 
the Dean: “In New k City the salaries 
are higher than anywhere else, because of 
the superior standard of proficiency, and 
partly because the cost of living is greater 
than in any other large city. The editor- 
in-chief has the same salary as the President 
of the United States, $50,000 per year, and 
others receive from $10,900 to $12,000, or 
more than members of the Cabinet.”’

What He Says of Chicago. 

Dean Hole devotes considerable attention 
to Chicago, and he does not seem to have 
been much more favorably impressed with 
tha eat city than was Mr. Stead:

Even if.certain tenements were sub- 
merged for a few hours, with their tenantry, 
there would be solace and compensation.

The Dean is not sure that if Mr. Stead had 
made an equally close study of New York, 
London, or Paris he would not have revela- 
tions to make “which, though varying in 
form, would be in every instance terrible.”’ 
He takes up the cudgels for Mr. Stead and 
writes: 

“Tt is the easiest thing in the world to ex- 
pel our application of such details to our 
own conscience by declaring that Mr. Stead 
exaggerates in denouncing Chicago as the 
cloaca maxima of the world; that he was 
rude to the ledies, and personal in naming 
the men: that'he gives way to maudling sen- 
timentalism; that we don’t want to hear 
details about vermin and disease, tramps, 
and rogues, drunkenness and prostitution, 
blackmailing and bribery; that, after all, 
this misery: and disgrace is the sure result 
and just retribution of sin; that it is a mat- 
ter for Parliament, parsons, and policemen; 
and that it stems too universal, too hope- 
less for any ‘individual effort. The simple 
question is, Is it true? And if—as we know 
it is—true, dare we say, ‘I will do nothing 
to prevent or to reform?’ We may, but we 
must not call ourselves Christians. When 
the poor man lay half dead on the road, the 
priest said, ‘I shall be late for service,’ and 
the Levite said, ‘It is no affair of mine,’ and 
the Samaritan might have said, ‘It is only a 
Jew,’ but he believed in brotherhood and in

ing, one is tempted to wonder why some- 
does not remember the Chicago Art 
Institute. Is it because rich men and wom- 
en who delight in giving of their wealth for. 
the furtherance of education, culture, and 
refinement do not know the character and 
‘needs of the city’s art college? One hesi- 
} tates to say this is the reason. Surely every 
true Chicagoan is proud of the Art Institute, 
But there are some who do not know so 
much as they should know about its man- 
agement and its influence for good in the 
community. : é‘ 

The Art Institute and the university are 
both educational in character, and, while 
no close parallel can be drawn, a plain state- 
ment of facts may» help some people to a 
better understanding of this. The univer- 

‘sity undertakes the instruction of 1,500 
young mien and women in a variety of 
studies intended to fit them for life work. 
It is-managed by ey able body of overseers, 
and its teachers e strong thinkers and 
workers, many of whom are paid what the 
world at large considers high salaries. It 
is richly endowed and blessed With gifts. 
Yet it is maintained with a yearly deficit of 
thousands of dollars. 

The Art Institute also teaches a multitude 
of ple. Its art school has an enrollment 
of 1,200 pupils. These young people are also 
prepared for life work. They study design, 
drawing, color, anatomy, and other sub- 
jects calculated to make them skilled work- 
ers whose handicraft shall bring them 
money, and in addition be a thing of beauty. 
The school has an efficient corps of teachers 
—some of whom have made of their special 
subject a life study, yet none of whom re- 
ceives more than a meager salary. The 
school has .no endowment. It receives no 
million-dollar donations.: It is wholly seif- 
ee And it is managed without 

ebt. 

The criticiem is often urged that art 
students learn nothing more than to make 
“pretty pictures,’’ which nobody will buy, 
that they cannot earn a living by the means 
they have chosen, that they must earn 
bread by other means than art or else starve 
in a garret. 

A visit of one hour any day during the last 
week to the class-rooms of the Art Institute 
would have refuted such an assertion and 
convinced the critic of the decidedly prac- 
tical nature of the instruction. Much of the 
work done was in the applied arts. Con- 
stant proof of the worth and use of art edu- 
cation comes in the continued demand made 
to the institute for skilled draftsmen, de- 
signers, drapers, illustrators, and model- 
ers. Today the manufacturer cannot live 
without the artist. 

But the Art Institute is more than its 
art school. It teaches thousands besides 
its school pupils. Its galleries are visited 
every year by 500,000 péople. And every 
visitor is educated—slowly, perhaps, but 
surely—in the appreciation of the beautiful 
and the formation of good taste. 

Thus the Art Institute is, more than any 
university at present can be, an institution 
of the people and for the people. The 
single aim of the directors of its af- 
fairs is to make it in the fullest sense 
of. the word a popular institution. The 
direct management is a Board of Trus- 
tees elected by and from the ‘governing 
members.”’ The governing membership this 
year has been limited to 250 people, and 
women are (for the first time in: the insti- 
tute’s history) admitted to this privitége. 

Another helping factor in the support of 
the institute is the annual membership, 
which is unlimited. There are now nearly 
2,500 annual members. But the expenses 
of the institute are heavy, and the dues 
from memberships are inadequate for their 
payment. 

The institute needs more revenue. It 
must increase its membership or be helped 
by gift. It is now carrying a debt of $60,000. 
Its museum is not large enough to hold its 
collections or to accommodate the people 
who come to view them. It has no suitable 
library, no sufficient lecture hall, no room 
for new art treasures when they are given to 
it, and no funds for the purchase of new 
works. At every lecture given this season 
the hall has been overcrowded, and the en- 
trances even so blockaded it became impos- 
sible to get within twenty feet of the doors, 
and hundreds of people were turned away. 
Plans have been drawn by the architects 
for new additions to the building, but no 
extension can be constructed without 
money. 

The Art Institute, which for a time pro- 
gressed so rapidly as to become a new won- 
der of the world, and which almost succeed- 
ed in making the advancement of the fine 
arts equal Chicago’s commercial energy, 
must now stand still unless the people come 
to its aid.

The fame of the art school is beginning 
to be noised abroad. Even New Yé6rk is 
coming to realize the greatness of the 
school, and to be, perhaps, a trifle envious.

“To turn from these smaller schools to 
that which forms a department of the Chi- 
cago Art Institute is like turning from a 

neil sketch to a magnificent painting, or 

rom a school toa college. Inspired by the 
persistent enterprise of President Hutchin- 
son, directed by the cultivated supervision of 

Director French, and officered by a large 
body of competent instructors, the regiment- 
like body of students pursues a systematic 
course, for the conduct of which no acces- 
sories money can buy or taste or even en- 
thusiasm can provide are lacking. In touch- 
ing upon so great a school, that has grown 
healthy until it has become the ideal of a 
great capital, there is no inclination toward 
criticism, or for any limit of praise beyond 
what is set by the proviso that any and 
every such school is but the ante-chamber 
to the great flinishing-room of the world. 
In many respects this art college, housed in 

Y@ palace of art, stands alone. New York 

may have a deeper art atmosphere, but it 
has no school so royally endowed with such 
aids as the library, the treasure of sculpture 
casts, and architectural. casts and the fine 
collection of paintings, all under the same 
school roof. Worse yet for New York, it 
has no art school in which is centered so 
much of the pride of the populace.”

TO TRIM THE TREE 


F all things for Christmas a Christmas 
tree is indispensable in a house where 
there are children. The exploring of 
overflowing stockings will not give half 

the pleasure that comes from the discovery 
of a “real live’ tree, with a gray-bearded, 
snow-specked Santa Claus:peeping from its 
branches. 

It matters not how small the tree if it be 
prettily decorated. In this it is chiefly the 
first cost which counts. The same orna- 
ments, with a few additions, will do year 
after year. 

As for the tree itself, there are five differ- 
ent kinds, all beautiful in themselves—the 
pine, hemlock, spruce, cedar, and balsam fir. 
The prettiest of all and consequently the 
most expensive is the cedar, covered with 
small gray berries. The smallegt of these 
trees cost 75 cents and the largest as high as 
$4. Ordinary trees of good shape and bright 
green color range according to size from 50 
cents to $1. 

It is most convenient to have the tree 
placed at once in a holder, but the price of 
this may be saved by mounting the tree in 
a deep box well packed with earth. Thetree 
must be well braced, and the box must be as 
nearly square as possible. The box should 
be painted with green enamel. 

The decoration of a tree, unlike the build- 
ing of a house, begins at the top. Ci&&tom 
has made it almost imperative that a figure 
‘of Santa Claus occupy this, the most con- 
spicuous position. The figures sold in the 
shops for this purpose are made of either 
cardboard or plaster and cost from 15 cents 


to 75 certs. Except for very large trees the 
36-cent size will answer admirably. The 


strong black thread. 

Stock should now be taken of all the arti- 
cles which are to be used for decorations. 
Tinsel plays an important part in this, for 
it gives a brightness and glitter obtainable 
from nothing else. Strings of popcorn are 
also useful. Both white and red popcorn 
may be procured already strung, or it may 
be bought in bulk very cheaply. With a 
needle and strong thread it is easily strung. 
Each string should be from three to four feet 
long. Cranberries scattered at frequent in- 
tervals along the strings add color tot d 
' Strings of silver and gilt balis, and balls 
of raw cotton Inake pretty and effective 
decorations. Shreds of raw cotton may also 
be sprinkled over the tree. This does very 
nicely to represent snow. English walnuts, 
either natural or gilded, may be tied with 
ribbon and added to the other materials. 
You cannot have too much. Quantity rather 
than quality makes a tree beautiful. <A 
dozen or more dolls, made of bright-colored 
tissue paper, should be added if there are 
any little girls in the house. Candy canes 
and sugar animals of every conceivable kind 
are always appreciated by the youngsters. 

Little pasteboard boxes may be had at any 
drug store, and when touched up with gilt 
paint, filled with candy, and tied with .rib- 
bon: thake very pretty ornaments. Last of 
all, the candles, if it is intended that the 
tree be lighted. See that these are very se- 
curely fixed in their sockets, so that there 
can be ho possibility of their falling. 

All these articles sliould be spread out 
around the tree before the work of decorat- 
ing begins, so that a glance will show just 
what material there is to work with. Then 
commence at the top and festoon the pap- 
corn and strings of glass-balis in graceful 
loops, selecting the most prominent 
branches for fastenings, and covering up as 
much as possfSle any bare spots. The cnt- 
ton balls, walnuts, candy boxes, and figures 
come next. Tie the lighter articles at the 
a of the branches and the heavier further 

n. 
The tinsel may represent icicles, and the 
more thickly it is hung on branches an‘1 
twigs the better. Last of all add the can- 
dies. Fasten the holders at the forks of 
branches. This prevents them slipping. See 
that the candles are perfectly upright and 
have a clear space above. 

Small presents may be placed on the free 
and larger ones around its base. The tres 
must, of course, be set, before decorating, 
in the room in which it is to remain, unless 
it is a very small tree, in which case it may 
be decorated in a room to which the chil- 
dren seldom go. On Christmas morning it 
may be carried to the nursery while the lit- 
tle ones are enjoying their breakfast or ex- 
hibiting their toys in some other part of the 
house. In this way the sudden appearance 
of the tree will seem all the more wonderful.
